Mr. Hatch as far as known, had

He had a large pri- 
vate practice.and was very successful. 


He was always prominent 
In the 


town affairs in Greenland. where he 


j maintained his residence, and always 
! had a keen interest In athletic aportst 
and especially those at the high school. 
Last fall he assisted in the coaching of 
the team and was looking forward this 
spring to getting out with the base 
ball team. After leaving: college he 


j played base ball with the Exeter Clip- 
| pers. the Greenland team and the P. 
A. C. He was a true sportsman, play- 
ing every game hard and fair. 


He made friends readily although he 


was delightfully frank, and his opinion 
was always sought for. He was one of 
the most popular men In the city and 
his death Is. not only a severe shock 
to his family and friends but a dis- 
tinct loss to the community at .large. 
He was the type of man that no com- 
munity can afford to lose, especially 
when taken off in tha prinie of his 
useful life.

A movement is on to popularize art and natural history 


museums. There are'dozens of excellent institutions of these 
sorts around the country, and there are vast fortunes invested 
in them, and they are all intended for the enjoyment and 
benefit of the public, but the public fails to make full use of 
them. 


"People have had the notion," says one of the museum di- 


rectors, "that a museum is a storehouse of curious dead things 
having little relation to modern life." The American Associa- 
tion of Museums hopes to correct this mistake by a big pub- 
licity program, including motion pictures, to bring home to the 
public the fact that the museum of today is "a people's uni- 
versity." 


To tell the truth,"museums in the past have been sometimes 


little more than "storehouses of dead things." But that situa- 
tion is passing, thanks to the growing curiosity of a new age 
and the readiness of present-day museum people to emphasize 
the living interest of the things they have to show. 


A recent instance of making the connection between the 


"de-atf things and living things is the dragging forth of ancient 
"Egyptian styles from their tombs. The museums made that 
possible. And collections of old, rare and valuable art works 
arid curios of many kinds are proving themselves nowadays 
not merely of casual interest to visitors but living fountains 
of inspiration and ideas for many of our arts and industries. 


It is worth while to drop into any good museum, if only to 


"discover bow many supposedly modern ideas are as old as the 
hills. Are especially is always new and fresh, to those with 
eyes to see. And in a natural history museum, any child or 
other person whose mind has not gone to sleep can find ani- 
mals, birds, extinct forms and human collections of many sorts 
more interesting than any movie show. 


Pay Checks-for Wives. 


City pay checks in New Orleans now go not to the male em- 


ployees but to their wives. They are mailed, and the only way 
to prevent it is to rob the mails. The system is applied rigor- 
ously to everybody, from mayor to street sweeper. 


"The money belongs in the home," says Commissioner 


Murphy, who is responsible for the checks', "and I am going to 
do my best to put it there. Then if some of the wives cannot 
keep it there, that is their own fault."

finance. And possibly they don't—in theory. But in practice, 
when you find a family really saving money and getting ahead, 
it is generally the woman that is doing it.
